Wisconsin's Oleomargarine Tax Law 


There is a bill in the Wisconsin legis- 


lature to repeal the tax on oleomargarine 
as well as the other fees for handling it. 
The tax was adopted originally to hold the 
Wisconsin butter market for the Wisconsin 
producer. 


It generally has been considered a fail- 


ure since it is well known that colored 
margarine has been brought into Wiscon- 
sin freely by motorists from both Illinois 
and Michigan. There apparently is no boot- 
leg traffic, but people bring it in by the 
case and distribute it among friends at 
cost. Since the state has said it is impossible 
to enforce the law against indix'iduals. this 
traffic is carried on without any attempt at 
concealment. 


Because the law appears to be without 


results, some farm groups have indicated 
there might be an advantage in repealing it 
since it would put them in a stronger po- 
sition when they protest laws banning Wis- 
consin's dairy products in other states. Wis- 
consin milk producers are supporting ef- 
forts to eliminate barriers to the sale of 
Wisconsin milk in some important markets 
in other areas. This fight, however, is with 
other milk producers rather than with 
producers of vegetable oils used in mar- 
garine and thus may have no direct barter 
value. 


That Brave New World 


The bureaucratic mind always has been 


something of a phenomenon because it 
seems to represent the bottom of the barrel 
as far as common sense is concerned. A 
recent report presented to the American 
Historical Society by Dr. Gerhard Weinberg 
from files of the nazi government shows 
what undoubtedly is happening in the 
Soviet Union and what often is too close 
to happening in this country. It is a wonder 
that the nazis thrived as long as they did 
while the rest of the world shivered in fear 
of its "efficiency." 


Dr. Weinberg's impression was one of 


"the German talent for disorganization." 
The Hitler regime could be described 
eventually only as "authoritarian anarchy" 
since so many of the members of the hier- 
archy didn't know specifically what they 
were supposed to be doing and certainly 
never dared to ask. 


"Happy was the Philzfachberater," ex- 


plains Dr. Weinberg. "the advisor for 
mushroom affairs. He knew that he had to 
be a citizen of undoubted expertness on 
mushrooms, and that his chief duty was to 
advise the district chief of the party, the 
Kreisleiter, on all matters pertaining to 
mushrooms." 


Heinrich Himmler, who may have been 


crazy but was not stupid, even fell victim 
to the strange and wonderful ways of the 
bureaucrat. He proposed distributing prop- 
aganda leaflets to South Africa by fasten- 
ing them to the legs of migrating storks 


Other reasons why the bill may get lit- 


tle attention are that it was offered in the 
assembly by three Republican members 
and that the oleo tax brings in about $643.- 
000 annually. Republicans at the moment 
have little standing in the assembly, while 
any law that brings in revenue is cherished 
in Madison.

000.000 pounds. This is marketed and con- 
sumed: the amount sold because of the 
protection afforded by the Wisconsin oleo 
tax law is believed to be very smalL 


Yet we believe Wisconsin will keep the 


tax, not because it's a good law but be- 
cause other states have similar barriers to 
Wisconsin products. All such laws should 
go but until there is agreement we proba- 
bly will keep ours.

Dr. Weinberg points to the incredible 


"bureaucratic waste and futility" of Hit- 
ler's highly touted regime as appalling 
enough. But more especially he notes '"the 
depths to which an allegedly civilized peo- 
ple can fall. .. The terrifying thing is that 
the horrible is not occasional but institu- 
tional, permeating society and involving 
vast numbers. The 'academic' institutions 
somehow always end up with collections of 
corpses to dispose of: the "welfare" organi- 
zations get involved in murder through so- 
called mercy killing of people entrusted to 
their care, and the 'cultural' organizations 
take their members and guests on tours of 
concentration camps." 


The big lesson to be learned from the 


nonsense of Hitler's government is that it 
can happen anywhere. Something like the 
fever of the mob happens to people who 
get too involved in the good of the whole 
according to a set formula. The individual 
no longer thinks but merely duplicates: re- 
sponsibility is vague and distant; the 
reasons for government or bureaus or in- 
stitutions is lost in the chaotic mass of reg- 
ulations^channels and forms. 


The Hitler mistakes are funny today 


but the humor has a macabre and frighten- 
ing aspect.

The above section, from the Wisconsin 


constitution, is a very clear statement on a 
matter easily understood. Yet it has given 
the voters and the legislators of Wiscon- 
sin as much trouble as any other section in 
the document. Wisconsin succeeded in 
getting a reapportionment of the legisla- 
ture after the 1950 census but it involved a 
statewide discussion and turmoil for sever- 
al years. 


The question of reapportionment was 


quite readily handled in the early days 
before the legislature reached its consti- 
tutional limit of 100 in the assembly and 33 
in the senate. Until that limit was reached 
it was easy enough to add a member or 
two here or there. But once the legislature 
reached its limit and reappornonment in- 
volved the loss of a seat or seats held by 
members in sparsely settled areas to ac- 
commodate new members from more popu- 
lous areas, the whole apportionment ma- 
chinery bogged down. Many states never 
have succeeded in finding a solution to this 
problem. Wisconsin succeeded but there 
is no certainly that it can do it again. 


A group of Democratic senators have 


introduced a bill setting up a reapportion- 
menl after the 1960 census. Thev also have 


offered an amendment to the constitution 
which would provide for a commission to 
undertake this census in the event the leg- 
islature failed to act. Under the legislation 
proposed, the next reapportionment would 
be studied by a commission composed of 
the chief justice of the supreme court or an 
associate designated by him as chairman, 
one senator from each party, three assem- 
blymen from each party and four public 
members to be appointed fay the chairman. 


The findings of this committee would 


go to the legislature for action but legis- 
latures do not always act upon committee 
recommendations. History indicates that 
this is especially true in reapportionment 
matters. 


The proposed amendment to the con- 


stitution is intended to take care of such 
failures- It provides that if the legislature 
fails to reapportion after the I960 census 
that the chief justice and six citizens ap- 
pointed by him will undertake reappor- 
tionment not later than If»6'2. Both the re- 
apportionment 
bill 
and 
the proposed 


amendment to the constitution would apply 
to congressional districts also. In :ha; case 
the congress determines the number of con- 
gressional representatives the state may 
have but the state must set up the districts. 


During the last reapportionmen; cam- 


paign there was an effort to promote an 
area-population scheme of legislative re- 
apportionment in Wisconsin but it failed. 
It should be apparent to everyone now that 
the only justifiable basis for apportion- 
ment in a representative form of govern- 
ment is population.

Madison — A new principle of 


telephone rate-making has 
been proposed to the Wiscon- 
sin public service commission 
by the General Telephone 
company, operator of many 
small community telephone 
exchanges including several 
in the Appleton area. 


Rates for telephone service 


should be upon a stale-wide 
basis, says the utility, in ask- 
ing the commission to aban- 
don or modify its historic 
practice of making rates ac- 
cording to costs and returns 
of local exchanges. . 


P r e s e n t community ex- 


change rates differ consider- 
ably, according to the density 
of local traffic, population 
characteristics, geog r a p h y 
and other factors. The com- 
mission has held in effect that 
efficiency in an exchange's 
operations should be reflected 
in benefits to the users of that 
exchange, as measured by 
iheir costs of service. 


The danger in the exchange 


basis of rate-making, accord- 
ing to the General Telephone 
company, is that some ex- 
changes may have excessively 
high rates as compared with 
others. 


State-wide basis for pricing 


of local telephone service will 
prevent withholding of service 
from some portions of the pub- 
lic, the company declares in 
its application accompanying 
a general proposal for higher 
local telephone charges. 


The commission policy has 


been debated previously, most 
recently in connection with 
the adjudication of Wisconsin 
Telephone co m p a n y rate 
cases. The larger company 
serves most of the larger ci- 
ties of Wisconsin. This service 
shows considerable variation 
in local service charges as a 
result of the commission's 
rule to apply local costs and 
local returns against local ex- 
change rates, rather than 
against the system as a whole.
